CONTROL OF BOTULSM 
IS CLAIMED BY EXPERTS. 


(SY A. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 5.—In- 
vestigation of olive and vegetable 
botulism poisoning cases in Califor- 
nia has to such a point 
that it may safely be said that the 
situation is controlled, George E. 
Poright. president of the State Board 
of Health, announced here today. 
following a meeting of university, 
State and Federal experts and rep- 
resentatives of olive interests here 
yesterday to discuss the situation. 
The meeting was called by Dr. 
Ebright to inform olive packers and 
growers of changes suggested in 
their methods for the further pro- 
tection of consumers. 

The investigation was arranged 
for by the olive interests, and they 
have placed unlimited funds behind 
the investigators in their campaign 
to completely eradicate the botulism 
bacillus, Dr. Ebright said. 

“Details of the investigation can- 
not be announced at this time, be- 
cause it has not heen completed,” 
| Dr. Ebright, said. “It will two 
months or more before there will 
be any tangible result, but in the 
meantime we are taking every pos- 
sible precaution. i : 

“In co-operation with the olive in- 
terests we are withdrawing large 
olive outpvts from the market and 
making it safe for the purchase of 
the brands which remain on sale.“

at Marash. |

The story is told in the diary of 
the Rev. C. T. 8. Crathern, a Bos- 
ton T. Ma. C. A. who went 
through thé siege and arrived at 
Adana on February 165. 

Rev. Crathern, with Paul 
Snyder, fies Helen Schultz of 
Reading, Pa., a French lieutenant 
and two Armenians, attempted to 
leave Marash by automobile for 
Aintab January 20, but were driv- 
en back by a fusillade of bullets, 
notwithstanding the fact Mr.

The Turks had been resenting 
French occupation of Marash and 
Other Cilicilan cities for many 
weeks, Mr. Crathern reports, and 
Algerian troops were in 
skirmish with Turkish bandite when 
the American automobile appeared 
and drew fire from the Furks. 

Mr. Crathern's diary says, Janu- 
gry 21, he found Marash with its 
shops closed and the Turks engaged 
in talking in small groups through- 
out the city. 

At noon shots were heard by the 
relief workers, indicating the long- 
threatened clash in the city had 
started. French officials arrested 
several important Turkish officials, 
which, it was thought, precipitated 
a clash at Aros. Shooting soon be- 
gan in all parts of the city. 4 
French sentinel guarding an Amer- 
ican hospital was killed and anoth- 
er French soldier was wounded. 

Sniping continued throughout 
the night and the Americans were 
awakened on the 22nd by the sound 
of guns and flashes from exploding 
shells. An attack was made on the 
American hospital, the doctor and 
nurses having a narrow escape, 

HATCHES MASSACRE. 

Fighting continued on the 23rd, 
and through his fleld glasses Mr. 
Crathern said he could see Armeni- 
ane fleeing through the streets be- 
fore the Turks, who shot them down, 
while Turkish snipers in the hills 
about the city shot Armenians at- 
tempting to leave. The d 
“It was pitiful to see them throw 
up their hands aed 1 scream while 
attempting to escape. We watched 
fleeing over the hills until 
they reached our compound, some 
dropping wounded, ana others stag- 
gering into the mission grounds with 
wild eyes and purple faces, telling of 
the awful massacre just beginning.” 

On the 24th the Americans con- 
ferred with the French general, 
Querette, and told him the stories 
brought of the horrors. He said he 
would try to correct the situation. 
But efforts to negotiate a cessation 
cf hostilities failed and a heavy bom- 
bardment began. The French fired 
upon certain sections from which 
Turks were sniping. . 

“at night the city is in total dark- 
ness,” the diary continues, “when- 


ever we go from one compound to

He was committed to an 
asylum, later transferred to the in- 


ane hospital at Salem, Or., where 


he was held for a long time. After

MUSICAL. 


ANGELES SYMPHONY GIVES 
PROGRAMME AT CLUNE’S. 


By Jeanne Redman. 


The fifth symphonic concert of 


the Los Angeles Symphony, Adolph 


Tandler conducting, was given yes- 


terday afternoon at Clune’s Audi- 
torium. The entire programme 
was by ‘Tschaikowsky, and to 
delle his reputation of being one 
of the most popular composers of 
any age the attendance was the 
smallest I have ever seen at these 


otherwise popular concerts. 

The Mozantiana suite, and the 
Symphony No. 5 in E Minor were 
played, also the violin concerto in D 
Major with Mr. Jaime Overton, as- 
sistant concertmaster, as soloist. Mr. 
Overton has a fine precision of at- 
tack, a really nice technique and 
much force. His harmonics are al- 
ways good and his pitch nearly im- 
peccable. His rendition of this well- 
known and much spoken-of con- 
certo was full of verve. His great- 
est fault, it seems to me at this time, 
lies in his insensitivity to the fine 
points of tonal variation, and the 
exactitude of his repetitions of like 
themes with no appreciable change 
either in his bowing or in the bow- 
ing’s effect. 

As to the symphonies No, 5 I am 
in perfect accord with the criticism 
of the composer himself: He is 
quoted as saying that it was a fall- 
ure and that he was “written out.” 
He compares it to his Fourth Sym- 
phony and remarks on the sad dif- 
ference. The sorrow a composer 
must feel in contemplating such a 
work must be very great and while 
we can commiserate with him we 
seen no reason for. continuing to. 
play it. As to the fourth and the 
sixth we see really no cause for 
jubilation there either. 

The ridiculous popularity for this 
eminently mediocre man has be- 
come a rather disagreeable fetish in 
this country. As an orchestral. 
composer he does not rank with 
Rimsky-Karsakoff and not even his 
most genuine admirers have ever 
been able to point out a significant 
theme development. All his work 
is made up of little pieces from 
here and there, joined together by a 
thread of musica! parallelism, 
patched into a fabric of eclectic 
Impressions which musically do not 
at any time hold water. e selects 
a most banal tune and the rest of 
his symphony is a succession of 
echoes which, far from welding the 
parts together, make even the orig- 
inal statement boresonre in the ex- 
treme. 

First we get folk song then a pot- 
pourri of little repetitions and next 
a great climax which ends nothing. 
Then he takes a long breath, a sec- 
ond wind, and starts anew on the 
original banality. All these lucubra- 


tions resolve themselves at the end 


into a woof as colorless and form- 
less as a 


symph — orchestras of this coun- 
try to force Tchaikowsky down our 


throats, be abrogated. 


The orchestra played well with an 
increasing smoothness of the brass. 


OVATION GREETS 
SCHUMANN-HEINK. 


The recital last evening at Trinity 
Auditorium of Mme. Ernestine Schu- 
mann-Héink was remarkable in 
many ways. Like Sarah Bernhardt, 


Schumann-Heink is a sure att on 
for capacity houses, and agaif like 
the great French tragedienn she 


seeks to keep, in an extraordinary 
degree, the traits which made her 
famous in her prime. Time seems 
incapable of weakening the perfec- 
tion of Schumann-Heink's produc- 
tion and of lessening the beauty of 
her phrasing. The precision of these 
perfectiy-understood phrases is al- 
ways a source of wonder to me, t 
absolute control of her voice has n 
diminished and even her presence 
carries with it a high authority. 
Last night the enthusiasm of the 
house and the genuine admiration of 
those assembled seemed an ovation 
to a woman who has been the very 
greatest contralto of our time, but 
to those who are forever hunting 


new to take the place of the 
old who derogate. the estab- 
lish ones in favor of the more 


youthful, I wish to say that one can- 
not judge of Schumann-Heink's real 
glory by this performance. Whether 
her recent illness has left an in- 
delible effect on the quality of her 
tone or whether time has taken 
some of the gold from its richness, 
the fact remains that she was not 
up to her former supremacy.  S8till 
she has much to tell to youth, things 
that no other living woman can tell 
half so well—of the ability to put 
an infinity of passion and force in- 
to her notes and to make the inten- 
tion of the writer forcefully 
eloquent. 

Mies Nina Fletcher, violinist, who 
alternates with Schumann-Hein* 
has a very appealing and silken tone. 
Her choice of a Beethoven Romances 
was most happy as it gave her ample 
scope for the soft slow slurred notes 
of which she is fond. Mrs. Kather- 
ine Hoffman was fully adequate as 
accompanist.
